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Funding boost for youth projects 


A MAJOR scheme to find the 
young leaders of tomorrow has hit 
the jackpot. 

The hunt is on to find young 
people in Haringey with leadership 
potential who can run projects and 
lift community spirit. 

They will plan activities with 
their youth clubs, focusing on 
bringing communities together, 
potentially in partnership with a 
business or charity. 

The Federation of London Youth 
Clubs has been given £152,375 - with 
a hefty chunk of that being spent in 
Haringey - by the Big Lottery Fund 
for the YouthLeads project. 

Four clubs in Haringey will benefit, 
with five individuals from each club 


acting as a leader. Some will take 
part in a residential course to gain 
teamwork skill and plan activities 
with the clubs. Twenty youngsters a 
year, for three years, will benefit 
from the project. 

Each young leader will have the 
chance to pitch for up to £1,000 of 
funding towards their community 
project idea. Recruitment to find the 
first of them will start next month. 

The federation said: “YouthLeads 
will enable young Londoners to 
develop the life skills they tell us 
they need the most. 

Terry Boyce, head of youth action, 
said: “YouthLeads will draw on our 
expertise of delivering youth 
leadership programmes, offering 


participants the chance to develop 
their own skills, giving them greater 
access and confidence to access 
further opportunities. 

“The programme will also support 
young participants to work together 
on projects to bring communities 
closer together.” 

Two other Haringey projects have 
scooped money in the latest round of 
Big Lottery grants. 

Bruce Grove Primary School, in 
Sperling Road, Tottenham, has 
received £10,000 for an outdoor play 
area. Empirical Arts Limited, in High 
Road, Tottenham, has been given 
£9,975 to hold literacy and numeracy 
workshops for children, using music 
and song to improve life chances. 


REVAMPED POOLS 
HIT BY CLOSURES

CLOSURES at swimming 
facilities refurbished at a cost 
of £8million have come 
under attack. 

Water quality and, on one occa¬ 
sion, faeces in the water have been 
blamed for some of the problems. 

The indoor pool and the open air 
lido at Park Road Leisure Centre, in 
Hornsey, were done up at a cost of 
£8m. It now has new changing areas, 
bathroom facilities, a reception area 
and a cafe. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Pippa 
Connor, who asked in June how many 
times the pools had closed since the 
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refurbishment and the reason for the 
closures, says she was told: 

□ The lido was closed three times 
due to low visibility caused by the 
pool being so busy. 

□ The main indoor pool shut three 
times due to the wrong levels of 
chlorine in the water. On a fourth 
occasion, in May, discovery of fae¬ 
ces forced a closure. 

□ Five of the seven closures 
were last year and two were in May 
this year. 

Ms Connor, said: “The Labour 
cabinet needs to take action now to 
fix the ongoing problems at Park 
Road pools. Since the expensive 
refurbishment there has been one 
problem after another. It is not good 

enough, local residents deserve better. 

“The number of times the pools at Park Road 
have closed is unacceptable. It is particularly 
bad that the lido is not fully open now when the 
weather is hot and schoolchildren are on their 
summer holidays. It means lots of families who 
would love to use the outside pool can’t use it.” 

In the past few weeks, she says, some lanes at 
the lido have closed again and the number of 
swimmers has been limited due to the water in 
the pool turning cloudy because some of the 
new paint on the walls has flaked off. 

A spokesperson for Haringey Council said:

“There have been no closures of Park Road lido 
or main pool since May. We carry out regular 
maintenance work to keep Park Road pool and 
lido clean and safe for our residents. 

“More than 260,000 people have used Park 
Road pools and fitness this year and we encour¬ 
age residents to make use of the fantastic facil¬ 
ities over the summer.” 

A statement on the council's website says: 
“Park Road lido remains safe to swim in and 
enjoy. Once the busy summer season is fin¬ 
ished the pool will be repainted to stop this 
from happening again in the future.”

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MP seeks answers 
after CQC report

LENGTHY waiting times for cancer 
referrals and insufficient notice of 
cancelled outpatient appointments 
are among issues Enfield North MP 
Joan Ryan wants to discuss with the 
boss of the body running one of bor¬ 
ough’s hospitals. 

They are among failings identi¬ 
fied in a report by a health watchdog 
following an inspection of the Royal 
Free London NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs Chase Farm Hos¬ 
pital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, as 
well as the Royal Free Hospital, in 
Hampstead, and Barnet Hospital. 

The Labour MP has welcomed the 
Care Quality Commission’s report, 
which rated the trust’s three hospital 
sites as “good.” 

The CQC also said that the 
service patients received overall 
was “effective, responsive and 
compassionate”. 

But a number of shortcomings 
were also identified where it recom¬ 
mended “room for improvement”. 

They included improved emer¬ 
gency services and medical care, 
failure to meet the 62-day national 
standard for cancer patient waiting 
times and the six weeks’ advance 
notice it is supposed to give of can¬ 
celled outpatient appointments. 


The MP is asking for a meeting 
with David Sloman, chief executive 
of the Royal Free trust, to discuss 
what action is being taken in the 
light of the recommendations. 

“It is a real achievement that all 
three of the trust’s hospitals are 
offering a good service to patients 


in my constituency and elsewhere,” 
she said. 

“However, the safety of patients 
is paramount, so I will be seeking 
assurances from Mr Sloman 
about how and when the CQC’s 
identified areas for improvement 
will be delivered.” 
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Burrowes visits 
‘Calais Jungle’ 

MP David Burrowes has called for “less politics 
and more compassion”,after joining a cross¬ 
party visit last week to the “Calais Jungle”. 

The trip was part of a Save the Children initia¬ 
tive to help lone child refugees, particularly those 
seeking family reunion in the UK. 

Labour MP Yvette Cooper and Conservative 
MP Heidi Allen also made the trip, along with 
journalists from the national press. 

Mr Burrowes, the Conservative MP for Enfield 
Southgate, met child refugees and British and 
French non-governmental organisations, who 
explained that progress in reuniting child refugees 
with families in the UK is still slow, leaving them 
vulnerable to violence and trafficking. 

He said it was “heartbreaking” to learn that 100 
children with claims for family reunion in the UK 
live in the Calais Jungle. Thirty children have had 
claims accepted and are awaiting reunion. 

Next Monday, Mr Burrowes will present a pack¬ 
age of recommendations from UNICEF, Save the 
Children and himself to the immigration minister. 

“It will be a good test of the new government’s 
commitment to the vulnerable and disadvan¬ 
taged,” he added. 

Mr Burrowes also criticised French politicians, 
who, he said, were busy trying to “wash their 
hands of responsibility”, suggesting they would 
do better to engage in cross-Channel cooperation.

Mr Taylor said: “Sue did five Race for 
5k events at Trent Park and also did a skydive, 
even though she was scared of heights, to raise 
money for Cancer Research, so we want to 
raise money for brain tumour research. She 
was much-loved.” 

The Palmers Green resident was just 42 
when she died. 

She had worked as a temps manager at Reed 
employment agency in High Road, Wood 
Green, and in Enfield Town before joining the 
team at St Ignatius College, in Turkey Street, 
Enfield, where she used her HR skills to liaise 
with staff, the council, pupils and their parents. 

Her children Daniel and Sasha will be at the 
charity golf day on Friday, September 16. 

Mr Taylor, who lives in Wynchgate, Winch- 
more Hill, said: “We have six teams already 
and I would like to have at least 12 teams. We 
are also looking for more hole sponsors.” 

Teams of four pay £300, which includes a 
round of golf at the club, in Old Park Road 
South, Enfield, along with dinner and music, 
afterwards.

education which makes no sense when these 
schools have been doing well under council con¬ 
trol.” 

He is asking the Department for Education to 
consider putting the brakes on the plans. 

Paul Bishop, the secretary of Enfield Unison, 
said: “The most important thing is the learning for 
pupils in Enfield.” 

He said in a time of financial uncertainty “it 
must be sensible to put the brakes on for a while.” 

Bowes Learning Alliance and Hazelbury School 
governor John West said the move was in response 
to the financial cutbacks faced by Enfield Council 
and other local authorities. 

He said: “We have looked very carefully at our 
future budgets and at the difficulties that Enfield 
and other local authorities are facing in relation to 
financial cutbacks and reductions in services. 

“The two governing bodies have come to the 
unanimous conclusion that the best future for all 
our schools is within a multi-academy trust. 

“This is not a decision we have taken lightly, and 
governors at the Bowes Learning Alliance and 
Hazelbury Primary School have carried out thor¬ 
ough consultations with parents and staff. 

“The proposal is intended to provide the best 
possible education for pupils and a stable, secure 
future for staff and local families.” 

He added: “Parents and staff at our schools can 
be confident that we will continue with the inclu¬ 
sive ethos and innovative curriculum that we have 
become well known for.”

UNIONS have called on governors to “halt” plans 
to convert primary schools into a multi-academy 
trust and hold further consultations instead. 

The Bowes Learning Alliance plans to link up 
with Hazelbury Primary School, in Haselbury 
Road, Edmonton, to create the multi-academy trust 
by September 1. 

The alliance comprises Bowes New Southgate, 
in Bowes Road, Bowes Edmonton, Chesterfield 
Primary, in Chesterfield Road, Enfield Lock, St 
Mary’s Centre, in Lawrence Road, and Bowes 
Southgate Green, based at Bowes Primary. 

However, a coalition of Unison, the NUT and 
NASUWT is calling on them to slow down after 
two potential schools decided not to join the 
proposed academy. 

The unions said that as two other schools, Bowes 
Edmonton and Bowes Southgate Green, had been 
included in the plan instead, there should be a fur¬ 
ther period of consultation with staff and parents. 

Stuart McNamara, the secretary of Enfield NUT, 
said: “We surveyed 55 members of staff and 51 of 
them, a staggering 93 per cent, are not in favour of 
the schools becoming a multi-academy trust.” 

He said that “a majority” of those surveyed said 
they would consider leaving the schools if the con¬ 
version plan goes ahead. 

Mr McNamara said that turning schools into 
academies uses a “one-size-fits-all approach to

Food safety breaches hit 
businesses in the pocket

FAG ash and filthy surfaces cost have a fast food 
outlet nearly £5,000. 

And the shocking state of the grimy restaurant 
endangered the health of customers, says an 
Enfield Council cabinet member. 

The Chicken and Pizza Point, in High Street, 
Ponders End, and its director, have been ordered 
to pay £4,800 in fines, costs and a victim sur¬ 
charge after food safety inspections discovered a 
host of unacceptable defects. 

Director Adnan Afzal, also of High Street, was 
also given a one-year conditional discharge. 

The business, together with Mr Afzal, pleaded 
guilty to three breaches of food safety and 
hygiene (England) regulations at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court after being prosecuted by 
Enfield Council. 


FILTH and dead flies greeted 
inspectors at a meat shop and 
landed its owner in court. 

The Enfield Halal Meat 
Centre, in Ponders End, 
must pay £1,550 in fines, 
costs and a victim surcharge 
after food safety inspections 
found a catalogue of dirt and 
hygiene horrors. 

They discovered dirty 
surfaces, dead flies on the 
floor, a filthy, leaking wash 
basin, food and rubbish left 
in the open air outside the 
shop, damaged floor tiles in 
the food storage chiller and 
dirty cardboard behind the 
meat chiller. 

The business, together with 


The outlet was visited in November last year 
and found to have numerous hygiene failings, 
including filthy surfaces including the floors, 
door handles, electrical sockets and plug tops. 

A cracked and leaking wash basin was covered 
in cigarette ash, there was a mouldy chopping 
board and raw chicken was being unsafely 
stored. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said: “It is completely unac¬ 
ceptable for places which sell food to endanger 
the health of customers by failing to take proper 
precautions and operating filthy and unhygienic 
premises. 

“We take a dim view of premises which fail to 
adhere to safe storage of food, or 
who do not keep their shops clean, and we will 
continue to take action against dirty 
or unhygienic food premises that endanger the 
health of our residents. 



Aslam Niazi, of Banton Close, 
Enfield, pleaded guilty to

Court after both Mr Niaza 
and the business were 
prosecuted by Enfield 
Council.

R emember Andrew 
Lansley - the health 
minister in 2010 who 
ordered a top-to-bottom 
reorganisation of the NHS, with¬ 
out an election mandate, which 
from April 2013 gave GPs 
financial control of 221 clinical 
commissioning groups (CCGs) 
across the country? 

Here in Enfield, our GP-led 
CCG has been consistently 
underfunded - by £8.4million 
alone this year - to meet 
the health needs of our 
growing population. 

It has built up losses of £41m, 
has to make savings of £17m this 
year and is one of only nine 
CCGs newly placed in “special 
measures” and branded by NHS 
England as “inadequate” with a 
need to develop leadership. 

I can’t think of another 
organisation in the public or 
private sector with a revenue 
stream of £400m this year which 
has gone through four financial 
directors in just over three years, 
is now on its third chief officer 
and where GPs appointed to the 
CCG governance board float in 
and out when realising their 
surgery work comes first. 

I think putting GPs in the 
financial driving seat for a vastly 
overstretched health economy is 
a flawed concept. 

Mr Lansley, its creator 
eventually sacked by David 
Cameron, is now safely 
ensconced in the House of 
Lords, able to claim his 
£300-a-day, tax-free expenses 
when he attends - that’s how we 
reward failed politicians. 

Meanwhile, alone in north 
London our CCG is saving 
money, forcing people to pay for 
their medication from a pharmacy 
or supermarket - and we call 
this progress. 


PAUL Mandel is a hard man to please 
(“Perhaps he could clear a few more 
things up”, Advertiser, August 24), but 
I’ll try and address his concerns. 

Firstly, though the New River itself is 
indeed owned and maintained by 
Thames Water, Enfield Council is 
responsible for the New River Loop, in 
Enfield Town, hence our intervention 
in tackling the algae. 

Mr Mandel wonders why the algae 
(water fern) was left to accumulate 
before any intervention. 

However, given the problem is 
caused by stagnant water, simply 
clearing the Loop without a longer- 
term plan in place would be a waste 
of resource. 

Hence why we have been busy devel¬ 
oping a three-stage plan that involves 
clearance, the introduction of a micro¬ 
scopic weevil, approved by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, to eat any recurrence 
of the algae, and the installation of a 
pump later this year to help create a 
flow and thereby prevent stagnancy 
that causes the algae. 

Regarding the boating lake in 
Broomfield Park, I have good news for 
Mr Mandel. It, along with the other 


lakes, has been cleaned and is now 
clear in time for the Palmers Green 
Festival on September 4. 

With regards to Mr Mandel’s further 
point about cycle lanes along the banks 
of the New River, as I have made clear, 
the ownership lies with Thames Water,

gate ward, I have been dismayed by the 
relocation of Southgate Library next 
door to Barnet and Southgate College. 

Councillor Ayfer Orhan said in reply 
last month to one of my constituents 
that library card members would con¬ 
tinue to be able to access the same 
range of books and PCs in the new 
location (“We’ve been up front about 
library’s future”, Advertiser, July 20). 

She also rejected suggestions that 
this move might lead to a permanent 
closure of the library. 

I would encourage Ms Orhan [cabi¬ 
net member for education, children’s 
services and protection] to visit the 
new library in the college, as I did last 
week, if she can find it. 


but, be that as it may, it is unviable 
along the entire stretch of the A105 for 
a host of reasons, which have previ¬ 
ously been well documented.

She would see that the space allo¬ 
cated on the first floor of the college 
building is cramped, the bookshelves 
have been placed too close together 
and the amount of books available for 
adults is probably less than half those 
in the old library building.

The signage with directions to 
the new library is poor and a pass is 
required. If matters are not improved, I 
predict usage will reduce significantly.

Additional space is available on the 
first floor and it is surprising that 
Enfield Council did not secure a larger 
area given the college is receiving a 
substantial plot of land in exchange. 

This is not just about money, this is 
about managing limited resources 
properly.

Friends hoping to block 3G 
pitch plan for playing fields

RESIDENTS are fighting plans for a new, 
£600,000 artificial football pitch. 

The Friends of Enfield Playing Fields say a 3G 
pitch is not needed and will cause disruption 
to neighbours. 

Enfield Council is seeking permission from its 
own planning committee to build the floodlit 3G 
pitch in the north-east corner of the playing 
fields, next to the A10 Great Cambridge Road. 

The Football Association has agreed to meet 
threequarters of the estimated £600,000 cost, 
with the council borrowing the rest (£150,000). 
Earlier this year, the council consulted resi¬ 


dents on the possibility of a new artificial pitch 
on the 44-acre playing fields, saying the proposal 
stems from a need to “address a deficiency of 
artificial grass football pitches within the bor¬ 
ough” and to develop grass-roots football. 

Meanwhile, the Friends think the plan is a con¬ 
tinuation of “urban creep”, which, they say, has 
meant the loss of a substantial area of grass over 
the past 20 years. 

Friends chairman John Hall said: “The general 
population is not keen. There is a loss of open 
grass space. 

“It would have to be fenced in and would cause 
noise pollution and light pollution from 15-foot- 
high pylons as it would be used in the evenings 
and would be floodlit. 


“A lot of football people who use the playing 
fields said they would rather have proper mainte¬ 
nance of the council pitches.” 

The Friends say that, if the development does go 
ahead, it should be based at the southern end of the 
playing fields, next to existing artificial pitches. 

A council spokesman said: “The planning com¬ 
mittee will make a decision on this application at a 
future meeting and residents who have objected 
will be notified in advance. 

“The planning committee is entirely independent 
of the council and its members will weigh up all 
the submissions and information about the pro-

posed development before reaching any decision. 
Members of the committee take all representations 
into consideration. We therefore cannot comment 
on this matter ahead of the meeting.”

Firearms officers 
aim to ‘contain’ 
situation, expert 
tells inquest

A FORMER firearms officer told an inquest into 
the death of a man shot by police how armed 
police would “contain” an incident to control 
the situation. 

James Kerry Fox was shot five times by armed 
police who had been called to Picardy House, in 
Cedar Road, Enfield, on August 30 last year. 

The inquest has seen video footage filmed on 
police body cameras of officers making their way 
to the sixth floor of the building and outside a 
flat door. 

Mr Fox, 43, was inside. Police had been called 
out after getting an emergency call that he had 
made threats to a child. 

He was thought to have a weapon and police 
believed it was an airgun. 

They had been told that Mr Fox had mental 
health problems. 

Retired Detective Superintendent Gary Gracey 
told the inquest at North London Coroner’s Court 
that in a situation such as this, officers would 
generally stay outside and negotiate. 



He added: “The 
reason why we stay 
on the door is we 
close down the area 
of movement for that 
person. Psychologi¬ 
cally, we are imposing 
a degree of control. 

That’s what we want.” 

The former deputy 
head of specialist 
operations for North- shot dead f|at; 
ern Ireland Police James K Fox 
told the inquest jury J 

that when they opened fire officers were trained 
to shoot only once before reassessing the situation. 

He agreed that officers were trained to fire 
until a perceived threat was no longer there. 

He told coroner Andrew Walker that it would 
be milliseconds between firing a shot and assess¬ 
ing the situation. 

“One officer fired two shots, one fired three,” 
he said. “It would seem that they came to the 
same conclusion.” 

The inquest continues.

Firing blanks 


T HIRD time’s no charm fori 
director, writer and actor Noel [

T HE NSX has been in the works 
for some time, but has only 
recently been pushed through. 
Underneath, it’s a high-tech car. 

Mated to a twin-turbo V6 engine 
are not one but three electric motors. 
They provide almost instantaneous 
acceleration on a par with the 
Porsche 911 and Audi R8. 

Not only that, but there’s all man¬ 
ner of scoops and vents that make the 
NSX as stable at high speeds as pos¬ 
sible. Add in four separate driving 
modes (we’ll come to those later) and 
you’ve got a package that seems, on 
the face of it at least, to be at the very 
cutting edge of sports car technology. 

The NSX is an out-and-out sports 
car and has the looks to match. Ducts 
and air intakes certainly make it stand 
out from the crowd, while heavy 
creases on both the bonnet and boot 
break up the car’s panels. There are 



also LED lights at the front and rear 
and a full clamshell boot that opens 
to reveal a decent-sized boot as well 
as that all-important engine. 

Of course, a two-seater sports car is 
never going to be a strong choice 
when it comes to practicality. That 
said, the boot is large enough for a set 
of golf clubs or two medium-sized 
weekend bags, but that’s about it. 

In the main cabin, a glovebox 
compartment can store about four 
small water bottles - but there 
aren’t any cupholders to put them in 
once opened. 

On the plus side, both doors are 
wide and allow easy entry to the 
cabin. The seats are also supremely 
comfortable. However, in terms of 
load-lugging, the NSX isn’t great - 
but then it’s not designed to do that. 

All the areas important for dri¬ 
ving - seating position, steering 
wheel adjustment and gear shift pad¬ 
dle weights - are spot-on, which is 



everything you want in a high-perfor¬ 
mance car. 

Here’s where the NSX really 
shines. Firstly, there are four driving 
modes to choose from - Quiet, 
Sports, Sports+ and Track. The first 
of those four modes is just that - 
quiet. It means that when pulling 
away, the car stays in all-electric 
mode with the petrol engine chirping 
into play soon after. It remains quiet 
even then, thanks to some clever 
shielding of the exhaust note and a 
system that can cut down to just two 
of the four exhaust pipes available. 

Jump to Sport and the car begins to 
tighten up. Throttle response is 
improved and the entire car firms up. 
Sport+ is an extension of that, while 
Track puts the NSX into full attack 
mode and allows the traction control 
a certain degree of slip, meaning it 
will happily go into an oversteer situ¬ 
ation, should it arise. 

In every mode, the NSX rides 



impressively. On track, it manages to 
be firm and controllable, while out 
on the road it deals well with bumps 
and potholes without ever losing its 
agility through corners. 

At £130,000 without options, the 
NSX certainly isn’t cheap. That said, 
it’s no more or less expensive than 
rivals such as the Audi R8 VI0 and 
Porsche 911 Turbo. 

However, for that money, you do 
get quite an array of technology, from 
the trio of electric motors to the 
torque vectoring drive system. 

It’s also an accomplished car for 
both road and track, able to conquer 
the weekly trip to the shops just as 
easily as a lap of the Nurburgring. 
The NSX is a true daily driver, albeit 
one with supreme performance. 

There’s no doubting that the NSX 
carries a considerable price tag. But 
given how well it drives, as well as 
how it looks, it certainly seems worth 
the money.

POCHETTINO HAILS 
PLAYERS’ EFFORTS

HEAD COACH Mauricio Pochettino 
praised his Tottenham Hotspur side 
after they came from behind to secure 
a 1-1 draw at home to Liverpool in 
the Premier Division on Saturday. 

The visitors dominated the first half 
and deservedly took the lead through 
a James Milner penalty, but Spurs 
were much-improved after the inter¬ 
val and Danny Rose struck on 72 
minutes to ensure that they picked up 
a point. 

“It was a very tough game,” 
Pochettino said. “Both teams played 
with passion - that is important and I 
thought we showed character. I’m 
pleased with the players, the effort 
they made on the pitch was fantastic. 

“It’s difficult to play and to show 
good football when both teams want 
to press and both teams have such 
good players. I thought we started 
very well, but the problem was we 
had to change our plan. 

“In the second half we showed lots 
of character. That was fantastic, so 
we need to be pleased with our play¬ 
ers. This team has heart. That’s the 
third game in the Premier League 
unbeaten and that’s important.” 

But, while Pochettino was full of 
praise for the players, Rose felt that 
they had been well below their best 
and was relieved that his goal ensured 
that they maintained their unbeaten 
start to the season. 

“Lor the first hour I was wondering 
where the chance might come from,” 


the left-back said. “It’s fair to say we 
didn’t play as well as we did against 
Crystal Palace the previous weekend 
and we were all disappointed at half¬ 
time because we know the standards 
we’ve set. 

“If we don’t win games the aim is 
not to lose. We’re happy we managed 
to get a point, but at the same time 
we’re disappointed that we didn’t play 
as well as we can and create more 
chances. 

“There was a bit of anger in my cel¬ 
ebrations because we’d not played as 
well as we would have liked and not 
created as many chances as we 
wanted. I’m over the moon that I’ve 
managed to earn the club a point. 

“I’m sure it was a great game for 
the neutral but there are a few things 
we’ll need to tidy up. Michel Vorm 
[goalkeeper] had to come tearing off 
his line a few times throughout the 
game, and that’s not good enough from 
us as a whole. Thankfully, we’ve two 
outstanding keepers at the club who 
can rush off their line and make 
world-class decisions.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs have been busy 
trimming their squad ahead of tomor¬ 
row’s transfer deadline, with out-of¬ 
favour midfielder Nabil Bentaleb 
joining German outfit Schalke on a 
season-long loan and winger Nacer 
Chadli moving to West Bromwich 
Albion for a reported £13million. 

Chadli made 119 appearances for 
Tottenham - scoring 25 goals - since 
arriving from PC Twente in July 2013, 
but had failed to feature so far this 
season. 



Win helps Borough get back on track 


HARINGEY BOROUGH were 
able to get back to winning ways 
on Monday by easing to a 3-1 
victory at home to Maldon and 
Tiptree in Ryman League 
Division One North. 

Borough had been beaten 2-1 
at Norwich United on Saturday, 
but they put that behind them 
with a composed display which 
saw them take control of the 
match from the opening 
exchanges. 

Daniel Aristidou brought a 
good early save out of visiting 
keeper Daniel Wilks before 
Joshua Wilier turned Aristidou’s 
cross just wide.

Maldon gradually began to 
work their way into the match 
after this and were unlucky not 
to pull a goal back on 20 min¬ 
utes when Tarryn Allerakhia 
fired against the post. 

Tyler Brampton also struck the 
frame of the goal for the visitors, 
but Borough continued to create 
the majority of the chances and 
Ishmail Kamara should have 
done better when he somehow 
managed to screw a shot wide 
from little more than two yards 
out. 

The second half saw Maldon 
enjoy a far greater share of pos¬ 
session, but lacked a cutting 
edge in attack as they rarely 


tested home keeper Harry 
Palmer. 

Adam Mills did have a header 
cleared off the line, but Borough 
comfortably maintained their 
two-goal advantage until the 
77th minute when Mills pulled a 
goal back with a stunning volley 
from the best part of 25 yards 
out. 

The visitors surged forward in 
search of an equaliser, but they 
left themselves exposed at the 
back and O’Donaghue had 
already squandered a golden 
opportunity for Borough before 
they made the game safe on 85 
minutes when Kamara pounced 
on a loose ball and presented 
Aristidou with the opportunity 
to score their third.

North Middlesex stay in the title race 


NORTH MIDDLESEX kept alive their hopes 
of being crowned champions of the Premier 
Division of the Middlesex County Cricket 
League heading into the final day of the season 
by securing a four-wicket win at home to Ealing 
on Saturday. 

The visitors were soon made to regret their 
decision to bat first as some excellent bowling 
from Ed Bird (4-43) and Joel Hughes (3-26) 
saw them slump to 43-6, but Huw Jones (44) and 
Chris Glasper (34) led the way in a spirited 
fightback from the lower order which enabled 
Ealing to reach a total of 169. 

Rob Fahrenheim (78) then played the key 
innings in North Middlesex’s reply, with Will 
Vanderspar (27), Alexander Hill (27 not out) and 
Will Nicoll (21 not out) also making good con¬ 
tributions as they eased to 172-6 to leave them 
six points adrift of league leaders Teddington. 

However, Hornsey’s hopes of joining them in 
the top flight next season came to an end as they 
lost by 12 runs at home to newly crowned 
Division Two champions Finchley. 

Paul Weekes (5-20) ripped through Finchley’s

But, although Weekes (55 not out) and 
Garfield Struthers (43) added 78 for the third 
wicket, Hornsey found runs hard to come by in 
reply as they fell behind the required rate and 
could only make it to 152-9.
